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A Gearhead's View Under Your Valve Cover

here is no substitute for experience so I thought I would 

share a few of those experiences which bring you up 
short, but, boy, do you learn. I have made most of the mistakes 
one can make under a valve cover and have reviewed the 
remains of other people's attempts there, too. 

What is complex about the valve cover? You have the 
cover, the clips, some bolts and the gasket. Well, look again. 

First, those oil leaks. I have made some expensive discov- 
eries with the valve covers I have installed. One example 
comes from my racing days. | had put a valve cover on the 
Formula Vee engine after adjusting the valves before the race. 
Thad done that many times before. No big deal? Not exactly. 
I found out the cover leaked as it was cornering very fast in the 
race. I did not see the leak but the car was smoking to beat the 
band. I lost the crank, the rods and the race. But gained the 
experience which has lasted 20 years. 

Check your valve cover for leaks every time you reinstall 
it. Let it run and look to see that it is dry. This may take a few 
minutes for the oil to get up to the cylinder head and is well 
worth the wait. 

Remember, when you are putting that cover back on, use 
a fresh gasket. I don't glue them so that I can get them off later. 
Try a new bail instead. Less than two dollars from the dealer. 

Just because your heater box is wet does not mean your 
valve cover is leaking. Push rod tube gaskets leak and lower 
head studs pour oil out if not sealed with silicone (the non- 
corrosive kind). By the way, the 36 horse power lower nut had 
an "O" ring which seals the lower stud holes in the cylinder 
head. 

After all that, you may find a valve 
cover is just too old and rusty. It might act 
more like a colander. 

What about under that cover? Adjust- 
ing those valves must be the simple part, 
tight? Not! You say they were just done 
and they sound like the hammers of hell. 
What gives? The first thing to consider is 
the oil temperature. Valve lash increases 
with temperature. Any time it goes over 
200 degrees, the cylinder heads are over- 
heating and that shows up as a loud valve 
train. 

Perhaps the engine is not too hot but 
one or two valves are ticking away. Now, 
you readjusted them twice and now you 
are sure the valves are set. But you still get 
the noise. What to do? The valve is not 
adjusted to the clearance of the feeler gauge 
you've used. The gauge simply covered 
the dish in the end of the valve stem. The 
tip of the valve stem wears over time. Try 
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adjusting the valves by feel. The rocker needs to move about 
the thickness of a dollar bill. 

There are two reasons to adjust the valves. One is perfor- 
mance and the second is valve temperature. When the valve is 
closed, sitting on the seat, it dissipates its heat to the seat. If it 
does not have a chance to do this, the heat travels down the 
valve stem and you not only lose the lubrication but wipe out 
the valve guide. 

Also, repeated loss of valve clearance on an exhaust valve 
indicates stretching valve stems and it's time to replace them 
now.

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Falling Into a Dormobile

y first exposure to these great campers was at the 

Vintage Meet in Seattle during 1983. Unbeknownst to 
the Crandall’s I took in their Dormobile at the meet; in awe of 
the skypanes in the roof and the sunlight that lit up the interior 
that day. Ialso stumbled into another earlier version later in the 
’80s in Regina, Saskatchewan. It was a sorry sight with rust 
having an almost terminal hold and most of it’s exterior pieces 
missing. It was for sale but was way too much work in my 
estimation, although some other VW fanatic may now have it 
on the road! 

I came away from these two vehicles knowing that they 
were rare and very desirable. But the chances of finding one for 
my own use was slim indeed UNTIL the early summer of ’93 
rolled around... 

My wife was attending a children’s toy party one night that 
summer when she let it slip that her significant other had this 


Westfalia restoration. He mentioned knowing a camper bus 
that was for sale on base that had been in storage for the last 10 
years. By the end of the night I had subtly given him my 2 
binder collection of “Old Bus Reviews” to read with a promise 
to go out and see this bus in the near future. 

Chris phoned a couple of days after making arrangements 
to view the bus. It was apparently in good shape, complete with 
tent, and had all the same interior fittings as mine. However, the 
roof tilted to one side and had these huge skypanes in the roof!! 
No doubt . .. DORMOBILE!!! 

This bus had two owners since new who were both in the 
Canadian Armed Forces. The 2nd owner had kept all the bills 
and maintenance records since he had boughtit in the late ’70s. 

Because of this ownership the bus had travelled Europe, 
Canada and the USA in it’s lifetime. 

Chris took me out to eyeball the vehicle and sure enough 


dreaded VW affliction. The hostess also fingered her husband 
as having the same problem and so it was I met my new VW 
friend, Chris Stumpf. 

Just east of Brandon, Manitoba lies a Canadian military 
base which has been leased to the German artillery forces for 
field exercises for the last decade or more. Chris is the German 
translator on base as a civilian, but as he tells me carries a lot 
of the weight associated with the upper brass. Having had an 
old Beetle a few years back but now owning a’92 Eurovan GL 
he was interested in a VW project and most intrigued by my ’67 
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it was a 1966 Sea blue/Cloud white Dormobile, Westfalia Wrk 
#5000, with the front bench seat ( although leather Jaguar 
buckets were currently in residence). It was in fairly good 
condition with the motor operational although the whole 
vehicle was covered in dust from it’s long-period of storage. It 
even had an original 1967 World Exposition decal in a side 
window for Montreal, Canada. This kind of intrigued me as this 
vehicle would have been there in 1967 at the same time I was,

The vehicle was for sale but was complicated by a) a 
separation situation, b) the husband being posted to Ottawa in 
a week, and c) the vehicle only having a permit to remain on 
base for a week and a half. If the vehicle remained past it’s due 
date it could be deemed derelict and the property of the 
Department of Defense (future firing range material and/or 
Leopard tank obstacle!). 

Now that Chris had seen the amount of work on my ’67 he 
started to get cold feet as a potential owner. Having spent a lot 
of $$ on my Westy I was not be able to do an about face and 
switch projects. The thought of two bus ownership was 
appealling but the economic reality was appalling to do it up 
right! 

We also knew if another individual from Brandon did buy 
the bus, the odds of old bus knowledge and skill seemed slim. 
The thoughts of mice chewing thru the birch panelling of a 
derelict bus in the middle of a field at a future date were real. 
Chris and I decided right then and there to each pay half for the 
Dormobile. Our mission was to try and find a new owner to 
bring it back to life. We had it towed to Chris’s residence and 
started the clean-up two days after it’s stay on base had expired. 
All the inside cabinets were removed and cleaned of all their 
grime. The 8-track plus speakers and bad wiring were dropped 
into the bin. The coil was more permenantly attached and the 
huge aftermarket throttle spring was replaced with the proper 
OEM equipment. Brakes were bled and master cylinder re- 
placed but the brake pedal was still spongy although worked. 
The ignition switch was the locking variety and starting trouble 
hinted at a bad connection at the starter. New gas was poured 
in anda short road trip proved she could handle 50-60mph after 
her long storage stay. 

I then made a couple of phone calls to the NEATO 
grapevine to see if anybody was interested. I did have a 
neighbor’s nephew come by, but due to lack of mechanical 
knowledge he was gently dissuaded from the purchase. An- 
other couple from Saskatchewan drove in and took a long hard 
look but decided against it. Having just completed a Ghia resto 
I presume they decided the timing was off and needed a break. 

The next call was from Jeff Kotz of Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
a brief discussion was held on the merits of the bus. Pictures 
were sent and within a week and a half a deal was made. Jeff 
convinced his brother to come up on the quickie two-day trip 
promising scenery. His brother was somewhat disappointed at 
the flat prairies sometime before Minneapolis and I wondered 
if Jeff had sold him ona Rockie Mountain type holiday. He also 
enjoyed our mild infestation of mosquitoes that summer in 
Brandon while loading up. Once tightened down on the trailer, 
the Kotzs’ and Dormobile headed south to a new home!! 

Now, in hindsight, I would have loved to keep the 
Dormobile but that was not in the cards. The kids enjoyed it 
while it was “camped” in the driveway, playing hide and seek 
with toys in all it’s compartments. I also pulled out the bed late 
one night and lay on it, watching the trees near the driveway 
blowing in the wind thru the skypanes. Although I like my 
Westfalia this one variation, the Dormobile, definitely is in a 


class of it’s own! e

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The Treasure Bus

i eave no stone unturned. Follow every lead. Call about 
every classified ad. Old Volkswagens can show up in 
the strangest places, containing even stranger cargo. 

So it was with our “Treasure Bus.” 

Last August, Barb and I took the kids away to the family 
cottage in our 1971 Westfalia Campmobile. While visiting Big 
Rapids, home of Ferris State University, we spotted home- 
made signs on every storefront reading: 


ESTATE SALE 
Household Items, Sporting Goods, Tools, VW Minivan 


Drawn like an electromagnet to the given address, I 
visualized a sealing wax red and ivory 1959 Sunroof Deluxe 
with a complete interior, no rust, and a smooth running “bas- 
tard” motor. 

In reality, it turned out to be a white 1967 Kombi with 
viscious rocker panel and cargo floor rust. Priced at $500 the 
estate sale ringleader assured me that the bus would run but 
wouldn’ tidle. It had 12V electrics and an original governor on 
the throttle linkage. My ever present “Idiot Book” identified 
the engine case as a “66 1300. A quick half turn of the 
adjustment screw had the motor idling placidly. The clutch 
disengaged and the brake pedal was mushy firm. The bus 
featured a unique homemade wooden camper interior with 
several storage cabinets. In Kombi tradition, only the rearmost 
side windows were pop-outs. Also included were some beetle 
seats and a complete “60 36hp longblock, turning freely. 


at sOmORE: va 
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Thinking I could part this mess out for a small fortune, I 
offered $100 to “get the monkey off their backs.” A family 
conference ensued with much mumbling and hiss. We had a 
deal! After I removed the ghastly foam rubber mattress from 
the rear and scanned the cab for clues, I founda service logbook 
documenting everything from delivery at Tom Sullivan VW in 
March of 67, through a transmission fluid change in June of 
~93. Every valve adjustment, oil change, brake shoe and short 
block was noted in painstaking accuracy with dates and re- 
corded mileage. The odometer admitted to 71K on it’s second 
spin. 

“Tt seems OK mechanically,” I deadpanned to the family 
point person, a scowling woman about my age. 

“My stepfather related to things, not people!” she sneered, 
handing me the endorsed, original owner A title. 

Within 15 minutes I had checked the oil and fanbelt 
tension, topped off the fuel tank and inflated a low tire. We 
were cruising a steady 65 down US 131. The reduction boxes 
were quiet, the gas gauge worked and it ran like atrain. Fuming, 
Barb had to break 70 mph in the ‘71 Westy to keep up with me. 

Back at the cottage I began the arduous task of body rust 
assessment and inventory of contents. In addition to extreme 
frame cancer at the rear torsion bar mounting points, we found 
two ladies diamond rings, a mountain of costume jewelry, two 
14k gold ladies dress watches, some very old silver dollars and 
several assorted foreign Coins. We also found several men’s 
watches, lots of funky sunglasses, some tools, mosquito net- 
ting for two, some camping gear, and some slinky black 
lingerie with garter belts.

The 
plan now is to get some U-channel 
welded to the frame rails as a band-aid 
fix.

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The Awakening and Deliverance Of a Cold- 
Weather Kombie Zombie

Part 3: Behind the Wheel and Warmed by Wood, Glass and 
Stainless Steel 


n the last issue the Old Blue bummer was parked in 

Whitehorse on the north side of the Yukon River and was 
falling into a state of neglect and deterioration. The front end 
looked like the backstop in a shooting gallery, the battery was 
having a near-death experience, the license was heap-big 
overdue, and the little stove that boiled water for tea and soup, 
grilled meat, and kept ice cubes from forming in my bladder 
was ready to fold up from hard use. All those roaring fires, 
water spills, and jarring drives over roads apparently designed 
by chiropractors to rattle your vertebrae into misalignment had 
brought the cute and dangerous little stove near the end of its 
endurance. I wanted to believe it would take me through 
another winter but the rust, the pinholes, and the thermal 
warpage seemed to say, “Better get rid of it now before it gets 
rid of you.” 

Nelson’s Hardware didn’t have a replacement, so to bring 
my heating system up to speed (0-70 in five minutes or less), 
I decided to go prospecting. 

Normally when you think of prospecting in the Yukon, 
you think of the gold fields up by Dawson City in the Klondike 
River valley. 

Normally. 

But the circuitry of the inside of the head of your average 
bus driver is blessed with such a distinct lack of normality that 
instead of driving north to go prospecting, I drove south. A 
little less than a week and a little more than 3300 miles later, I 
hit pay dirt. I found myself standing among literally acres of 
precious metal just beyond a sign that read “Block Iron Salvage 
Yard.” 

A visit to Block Iron Salvage Yard in Oshkosh, America, 
is like going to Metal Heaven without the pain of dying. It’s a 
rare day when you can’t find the exact material you need for a 
particular project. All day long cars and trucks are backing up 
to the edge of the pile with loads of metal like you would not 
believe. Some of it was heavy gauge sheet stainless. Ideal for 
a small stove. I tucked a few sheets under my arm and stopped 
at the scales on the way out. Ten cents a pound. I think I had 
about two bucks worth altogether. 

At that time my dad had a little machine shop on the other 
side of town. It started out as a garage but there was a tight 
corner behind the house that kept catching the bumper on his 
Chevy so he gave up trying to snake his way around the corner 

. and made the garage into a machine shop. He had everything 
in there—lathe, miller, band saw, welder, power hacksaw— 
everything. Plus he had hand tools up the ying-yang—includ- 
ing a bottle opener. I particularly remember the day him and me 
and another guy very carefully backed up to the garage in a 
truck carrying the lathe. The truck was a single-cab pickup, of 
all things. Red. [don’t remember what year, but Ido remember 
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that the lathe weighed about two pounds short of a ton, and with 
it sitting high on the bed of the pickup you wondered if the job 
of getting it down should be started with a prayer or a beer. 

When I told my dad what I wanted to do with the stainless 
steel and that I wanted to do it in his shop, he thought it was the 
right idea but in the wrong vehicle. Whatna hell you wanna 
mess around with something like that for,” he would say about 
my Bus, like we were McCoys and I was seeing some Hatfield 
girl who smoked and spit and couldn’t even cook soup without 
first burning the water. 

I would try to explain that when we talked about the Bus 
we were talking about more than mere transportation. “I can’t 
put my finger on it,” I would day, “but there’s something about 
it.” 

“There’s an odor about it,” he would say. It’s too slow, it 
looks funny, and you’re always fixing it.” 

“It’s evolving, I'd say. “I’m not fixing it like you think. 
When I do stuff to it and it works out for the better, it’s kind of 
like evolution. Really. You can feel it happening.” 

~ Metalking like that gotto be too much for the Olde Swede. 
He was an Old Country precision machinist who dealt with tiny 
micrometer tolerances and had spent his whole life making and 
repairing machinery so that other people could either make 
money from it or blissfully take it for granted. 

Any talk about a symbiotic relationship between man and 
machine would have his eyes rolling upward. When they 
stopped rolling and came back to my bus, he said, “Boy, if shit 
had another name. . . “ 

I knew he was half kidding but I had to have the last word. 
“You get done what you gotta do here, and I’ll get done what 
I gotta do, and then let’s take a ride.” 

Replacing the windows and front-end glass was nothing 
back then. You have to remember that in the sixties every third 
car on the road was a VW, anda lot of the VWs were buses. And 
taking it one step further, a lot of those buses were being junked 
out. Why? The speed limit back then was 63 so that meant 
everybody drove 75, and wanted to drive 80—including a lot 
of bus drivers. But, as we all know without being told, the top 
speed for a bus with a stock 1200 engine was 59 m.p.h.. Most 
bus drivers never got used to that built-in limitation, so instead 
of driving a sensible SO, they drove with the accelerator against 
the floor mat until the heads melted. Then they’d throw in 
another engine which would get the same treatment and suffer 
the same fate, and then they’d get disgusted with the whole 
process and haul the bus off to the boneyard. 

So parts were cheap. You could get a pair of windshields 
for ten bucks. I think I got all the glass I needed to fix up the 
front end for less than twenty dollars. 

The stove was no big deal either. Only four pieces. The top 
was a single piece, the front and the back were each a single 
piece, and for the bottom and the sides I bent another piece in

au-shape so that, the whole works could be bolted together to 
form arectangular box about 8 inches wide, 12 inches high and 
12 inches deep. Naturally the top near the back had a hole cut 
and acollar attached to accommodate astack pipe, and the front 
had a 4 by 6 inch hole cut for the door. And it wasn’t just your 
ordinary garden variety of door, either. No, this here was one 
of them there glass doors. Pyrex at first, but that broke from the 
heat so I got something a little tougher called neo-ceram. 

Remember in the first installment where the side window 
behind the driver's seat was removed to accept a piece of 
plywood so the stack could be vented through a hole in the 
plywood? I pushed that plywood out and put the window back 
in. instead of venting the stack out the side, I cut a hole in the 
roof, installed a collar to keep the weather out, and vented the 
stack straight up. And to top it off, the stack was made 
extensible, That is, you could have the cap of the smokestack 
pulled down flush with the collar on the roof—when the fire 
was out—or else you could flip a lever inside the bus and the 
top section of the 
stack would rise 6 
inches above the roof 
line. 

Anyhow, when 
the Olde Swede and I 
both had our work 
done and left in the 
Bus for a tour of the 
deep woods and lake 
country of northern 
Wisconsin, I had a 
secret agenda in 
mind. Sure, we were 
going on a camping 
trip for about a week, 
and we were destined 
for a good time, but 
beyond that I wanted 
to make a convert out 
of him. With the Old 
Blue Bummer’s new 
stainless steel heart, 
and with its budding 
reputation for raising 
the commonplace to 
the noteworthy, my aim was to rid him of all his preconception. 
In his eyes the Bus was hardly more than a slightly mobile 
arrangement of scrap iron, but that was because he was always 
on the outside looking in. I figured if I got him out of his 
machine shop for a while, and got him to think in terms of 
hundreds of possibilities instead of merely thousandths of an 
inch, maybe—just maybe he’d be able to look at the Bus 
without saying things like “No wonder the Germans lost the 
war.” 

But for a guy with an agenda, I was off to a bad start. 
Traffic on Highway 45 going north out of Oshkosh was heavy, 
and cars and trucks were passing us at every advantage. When 
there wasn’t an advantage they would back up into infinity and 
serenade us with their horns. Trying to some of the tension out

of the situation, I said, “I don’t see why anybody would want 
to go faster than 50 miles per hour.” 

“Well,” my dad said, turning around slowly in his seat for 
effect. “Ican see about, 30 of “em right now who would rather 
go faster than 50, and if you hand me those binoculars I could 
probably see 150 more.” 

If anybody would have been with us at the time, they 
would have seen that this was all a game. It was my end of the 
game to actually prove to him that the old tin sloth was more 
than a traveling roadblock, and it was, his end of the game to 
make me work for it. 

My part got easier once we moved into northern Wiscon- 
sin. It was all back roads up there with little or no traffic. I 
slowed way down, if that could be the term for it, and we 
puttered along in 3rd up and down and around the rolling hills 
and woods that were in full fall color. Neither one of us was 
saying much by then because the scenery had a hold on our 
attention, but when it got dark we went over the map and picked 
out acamping spot by 
a small lake. 

Ever since we’d 
left the main highway 
the mood had been 
changing in favor of 
the Old Blue Bum- 
mer, but once we set 
up the interior from 
driving position to 
camping arrange- 
ment, the situation 
was all melody and 
harmony. Everything 
we did was melody 
and everything the 
bus provided was har- 
mony. The stove was 
at the center of the 
composition. We 
were sitting facing 
each other across the 
table and the stove 
was to our side, the 
heat taking the chill 
out of the Fall air, and 
the flicker of the flames through the glass giving off an 
additional but more abstract form of warmth. We grilled steaks 
by cutting them in pieces and holding them inside the stove on 
kabobs, while letting the beer cool outside. When vanity gets 
to be the main theme of the program and real life becomes the 
commercials, the scene that night will sell a lot of popcorn. 

In the morning we fired up the stove again and used it to 
bring the temperature into the comfort zone and to fry up a big 
bacon and eggs breakfast. Coffee too. Outside, the whole 
world was dripping. We wanted to go fishing after breakfast, 
but rain during the night had the woods too wet for walking and 
not quite wet enough for swimming, so we decided to drive 
west in search of drier territory.

Only the bus wouldn’ t start. I spun the motor over and over 
and never even got a cough or a sputter. 

“It always starts,” I said “and tried it a few more times. 
Nothing, except the sound of the battery getting tired. 

“Now what,” my dad said. “Let’s push the bus over there.” 
I pointed to a boat launch leading down to the lake. 

My dad just looked at me. 

“No really,” I said. “We’ll push it over there, get it rolling 
down the hill, and then I’ll pop the clutch.” 

“It’s going to go right in the lake,” he said. 

“No it’s not. I’ ve done this before. Popping the clutch gets 
the motor turning faster than with the starter. It works every 
time.” 

While we were pushing the old crowbait into position, we 
were also having an argument. He insisted were going to deep- 
six the bus and be stuck out in the middle of nowhere. I was just 
as strong in my belief that we were doing the right thing. In fact 
the argument got so distracting that when we finally started 
down the incline and jumped inside, I forgot to turn on the 
ignition. So when we got rolling and I popped the clutch, 
nothing happened. 

“T knew it,” he said. 

When I explained about the key, and when I said I thought 
we had room enough on the ramp for one more try, he said, I’m 
getting out.” 

By then I was really starting to feel stupid. Feeling stupid 
wasn’t getting the Bus started though, so I turned on the 

_ignition, shoved in the clutch, and let ‘er roll. 

Popping the clutch with the ignition on got the same result 
as popping it with it off. Jack Squat. Only now there were no 
more options. The front tires were inches from the shoreline, 
the battery was almost out of breath, and there was no way two 
guys were going to be able to roll that can of sauerkraut back 
up the ramp. 

When I stepped out of the bus to look the situation over, 
my dad handed me a dime. “Here,” he said. “Call up Germany 
and tell ‘em you want your money back.” 

The situation being what it was, I couldn’t think of a 
snappy comeback so I took the dime and tossed it in the lake. 

“Tt’s starting to rain again,” my dad said. 

Suddenly I had the answer. The rain. It was the rain. I 
opened the engine lid and started pulling off the spark plug 
wires. 

“Are you going to throw them in the lake too?” my dad 
said. 

“T might as well,” I said, suddenly excited. “Look at ‘em. 
They’re soaked.” They were. Just like the woods and the very 
air itself, everything inside the motor compartment was wet. 
“It’s shorting out,” I said. “We'll dry these off by the stove, and 
then we’ll be on our way.” 

“Well,” he said, resisting the urge to be openly skeptical, 
“if you’re so sure, then we might as well celebrate right now,” 
and pulled the tabs off two cans of beer. 

As luck would have it, wetness was the problem. With dry 
wires and distributor cap ‘the engine responded instantly, weak 
battery and all, and we backed up the ramp laughing like a 
couple of hyenas sharing a warthog joke. 
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We'd planned on spending a week in the north country, but 
at the end of eight days the Olde Swede said, “I better call your 
mother and tell her we’ll be a few days late. These vans are so 
slow you need at least ten days to make a week.” 

When you thought about it, there was a relationship 
between the Bus and time. Although it was slow in miles per 
hour, it was quick with the flow of events. One of life’s neat 
little ironies is the ability of time to assume length or brevity 
according to the value of experience. Hate an event and the 
clock holds still. Spend a day puttering around in the wildersticks 
dropping worms on hooks behind rocks in streams and hauling 
out trout and bass and time all but slam-dunks the sun on the 
western horizon. 

Clear September nights in the North Woods almost always 
brought frost. With the bus, frost was our ally. low tempera- 
tures cleared the woods of bugs, and cleared the way for cozy 
and leisurely evenings next to the fire. It was our habit to park 
for the night by lakes or streams and have the day’s catch 
cleaned before sundown. We’d have firewood cut by then too, 
so when the sun dropped behind the tree line yellow flames 
from the stove were already lighting up our campsite. 

After about the third or fourth night out, the old tin hotel 
and its little wood stove began to provide another kind of 
illumination. After frying up our fish dinners, it put light on the 
possibility that much of what we pursue as important is in the 
same category as a dog chasing its tail. We had to laugh when 
it came up in conversation. The poor pup runs around in self- 
absorbed little circles, feeling frustrated that his prize recedes 
in direct proportion to his effort, and then feels betrayed if he 
scores because his reward is pain. “I wonder if my medical 
insurance would cover foot surgery,” my dad said. “I'd like to 
have my foot cut off and sewed on backwards so I can kick 
myself in the ass for not retiring sooner. 

But mostly it was the quiet. the flames flickering through 
the glass door gave light to the quiet. In the North Woods the 
quiet is a thing of itself and the light of a fire reveals the quiet 
to be patience. No matter what pathologies man commits with 
his interference’s, Creation patiently moves on like water 
flowing downhill. Stop the water at any stage of its flow and it 
rises, drowns, and moves on. Other civilizations didn’t know 
that at the time, but we do now; and we don’t know it about our 
time, but others will, later. 

Our last night out we pulled off a logging road, drove the 
bus about a hundred yards through the woods and parked under 
some pines next to ariver. We had with us a pail of crawfish we 
caught earlier in a rocky stream. Sometimes they’re known as 
crayfish or crawdads, but cooked up like shrimp there’s an- 
other word for them.

While we were 
shucking the sumptuous little, critters out of their shells, and 
while the glow from the fire lit up the inside of our little 
riverside condo, my dad began to narrate the status of crawfish 
in Sweden. The Swedes had a regular season on them over 
there, he said, with bag limits, size limits, and all the rest. He

you didn’t wonder why. Some of what he said I'd heard before, 
but one thing I didn’t hear before was, “You know, I think I’ve 
enjoyed this trip even more than my trip back home to Sweden.
